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Boediono on Indonesia's Development Priorities 



7. (U) In his September 1 meeting with the delegation, 
Finance Minister Boediono noted that the Government had 
decided to freeze fuel prices in 2004 for political reasons. 
This had a slightly negative effect on the budget but more 
importantly , represented a large opportunity cost. The next 
Government would need to decide early in its tenure whether 
to sustain the current subsidy system. This might not be as 
difficult as it sounds, the Minister noted. If oil prices 
fall to an average level nearer to $30/bbl in 2005, several 
modest price hikes would be sufficient to bring subsidy 
spending to budgeted levels. This would give the Government 
more money to spend on development while maintaining an 
overall budget deficit of one percent of GDP. 

8. (U) Boediono said the GOI T s "march to a balanced budget" 
in 2006 or 2007 was assured. However, Indonesia's total debt 
stock is still too high at 60 percent of GDP. The Government 
hopes to bring this level to 30 percent of GDP within five 
years. Boediono said the new Government should target annual 
GDP growth of seven percent, which should be possible to 
achieve if there is a more favorable climate for investment. 

9. (SBU) In the medium term, Boediono said the GOI needs to 
focus its resources in three areas: infrastructure, 
education, and health. Infrastructure bottlenecks are 
beginning to impact on GDP growth, and the Government needs 
to develop a model or framework for private sector 
participation in infrastructure projects . Indonesia T s 
educational system is "a mess" at all levels, and more 
funding and better educational systems are needed. 
Indonesia's health system has also deteriorated, but there is 
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much that could be done with
